In his first written statem ent to 
police after Ids arrest Wednesday, 
Young admitted the theft of only 
the four Rhode Island Red chickens 
they found at his 
property 
and 
which were identified as W agner’s 
property. 
He 
spent 
Wednesday 
night in the Hanover borough lock­ 
up and Thursday gave the officers 
another statem ent in which he ad ­ 
m itted he had a pail in the disap­ 
pearance of W agner’s chickens on 
the nights of July 8 and IO. 
After he was arraigned 
before 
Justice Dubs and had signed the 
plea of guilty, Young was taken to 
York where he was committed to 
the county jail in default of $500 
bail for August court 
Young, a married man, was a r­ 
rested while he worked on a W R.A. 
road job in Penn township.

Thrifty motorists in Penn­ 
sylvania, licensing new auto­ 
mobiles or bringing out the old 
buggy at this late date, will 
wait until alter next Tuesday 
to buy their license tags. 
The motor vehicle registra­ 
tion fee is cut. in half after 
August I, under a new state 
law. 
The 1939 tags will be good 
three months longer this sea­ 
son due to a change in the 
registration period from Ja n ­ 
uary I to April I.

Weidner tossed a cigarette into the 
water and immediately noticed blue- 
white circles about

th at these rings w?ere small anim als 
belonging to the medusa group of 
coelenterata 
He found the quarry 
was filled with thousands of them 
and upon forwarding the results of 
his findings to Doctor Schm itt he 
learned their classification to be 
that of “Craspedacusta Sowerbi ” 
For several weeks 
Mr. 
Weidner 
continued his visits to the quarry 
but could find no more of these un- 
i usual animals. 
Seek an Answer 
In his article, “Freshw ater Jelly­ 
fish Records Since 
1932,” 
Doctor 
I Schmitt says, in part: 
"It was this same fall (1936) that 
Mr Arthur W Weidner, of G ettys­ 
burg college, wrote the 
National 
Museum that he had found thou- 
i sands of jellyfish in an old quarry 
close to town 
Tins excavation had 
j originally been made for clay, but 


I was now filled with water. 
"Mr W eidner writes me. that, al- 
! though he watched the water in this 
| quarry daily during the m onths of 
I September, October and November. 
! 1937, the jellyfish did not reappear." 
The question that still remains 
unanswered is How did these un- 
i usual anim als get into the quarry 
at the brick yard? 
The National 
j Museum would appreciate an answer 
I and so would Mr Weidner.

LIGHTNING BOLT 
FIRES BANK BARN 
WITHS5.000LOSS 


A large bank barn filled with the 
season s crops was destroyed by fire 
Thursday afternoon, after it was 
struck by lightning about I o'clock. 
on the farm of Clarence Leat her­ 
man. W ashington, D. C., located in 
Reading township, about three miles 
from East, Berlin. W alter Lemmon. 
a brother-in-law of the owner, is the 
tenant. 
Loss was estim ated at close to 
$5,000 partly covered by insurance. 
When the bolt struck, Gene Lem­ 
mon, 18-.year-old son of the tenant, 
hurried to East Berlin by autom o­ 
bile to call the fire company while 
his mother, two brothers, and a 
brother of his father, William Lem­ 
mon. succeeded in rescuing horses 
and a number of hogs from the 
blazing barn. 
Although all of the 
livestock was driven to safety, one 
hoe dashed back into the barn and 
was burned 
All of the machinery 
was removed before the framework 
of the barn which measured about 
70x90 feet collapsed. 
Hay, W heat, Corn Lost 
East Berlin firemen under the di­ 
rection' of Chief George G latfelter 
arrived in time to save the hog pen 
which stood near the barn and had 
caught fire. The firemen also guard­ 
ed the dwelling house which was 
threatened 
A large mow full of hay, an un- 
th reshed wheat crop and a crib full 
of com burned 
A half load of hay 
on a wagon in one barn was saved 
when the wagon was rolled out of 
the barn with other equipment. 
Mr Lemmon, a road supervisor in 
Reading township, was not at home 
when the fire started 
The owner 
of the farm is a bridge builder and 
is now working in W ashington, D C, 
He was notified of the blaze and 
inspected the damage Thursday eve­ 
ning.
